In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high 
schools,  libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  postsecondary  institutions.   Students 
then  submit  the  completed  application  to  the  Pell  Grant  processing  Center  in 
Santa  Monica,  California.   The  approved  application,  then  called  a  Student  Aid 
Report,  (SAR) ,  Is  sent  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  choice.   The 
institution  cannot  control  or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who 
may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   In  the  past,  the  allocation  was  based  on  estimated 
needs  for  the  year  determined  by  previous  year's  expenditures.   If  additional 
funds  were  required,  we  could  file  an  ad  hoc  report  requesting  them. 
Presently,  to  ration  the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  Initial  allocation  is  only 
a  portion  of  the  estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  request  inevitable. 

The  problems  lie  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental  allocation 
letter  (which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3)  submitting  a 
resolution  for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation  before  the 
agenda  deadline  date;  and  A)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and  preparing  and 
disbursing  the  checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  Pell 
Grant  Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement 
program.   It  is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the 
fiscal  year  1983-84  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

W  (c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself,  the 

I  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open  to  the 

public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal.

California  Penal  Code  Section  13500  et.seq.  establishes  a  Commission 
on  Peace  Officer  Standards  and  Training  (POST)  which  has  as  its  objectives  (a) 
To  raise  the  level  of  competence  of  regular  peace  officers  and  specialized  law 
enforcement  officers  (1)  by  establishing  minimum  standards  relating  to 
physical,  mental,  and  moral  fitness  which  shall  govern  the  selection  of  city 
police  officers,  peace  officer  members  of  county  sheriffs'  departments  and 
districts  as  authorized  by  law,  and  specialized  agencies,  and  (2)  by 
establishing  minimum  standards  for  training  such  peace  officers;  and  (b)  To 
provide  such  services  to  local  law  enforcement  as  are  authorized  by  law. 

California  Penal  Code  Section  13520  reads  as  follows:  "There  is 
hereby  created  in  the  State  Treasury  a  Peace  Officers'  Training  Fund,  which  is 
hereby  appropriated,  without  regard  to  fiscal  years,  exclusively  for  costs  of 
administration  and  for  grants  to  local  governments  and  districts  pursuant  to 
this  chapter." 

California  Penal  Code  Section  13522  reads  as  follows:   "Any  city, 
county,  city  and  county,  or  district  which  desires  to  receive  state  aid 
pursuant  to  this  chapter  shall  made  application  to  the  commission  for  such 
aid.   The  initial  application  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  an 
ordinance  adopted  by  its  governing  body  providing  that  while  receiving  any 
state  aid  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  the  city,  county,  city  and  county,  or 
district  will  adhere  to  the  standards  for  recruitment  and  training  established 
by  the  commission.

President  and  Members: 

Listed  below  are  the  bids  on  the  project  for  which  plans  and  speci- 
fications have  been  approved  and  for  which  the  Bureau  of  Architecture, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  has  received  bids. 

The  bid  package  consisted  of  a  request  for  prices  on  a  base  bid  and 
four  alternates.   The  base  bid  work  provides  for  the  replacement  of  the 
existing  flat  tar  and  gravel  roof,  including  replacement  of  necessary  metal 
flashing  materials.  The  additive  alternates  provide  for  the  replacement  of 
glass  in  existing  skylights  as  necessary  and  the  installation  of  thermal 
insulation  under  the  new  roof  as  an  energy  conservation  measure,  respectively. 

The  project  was  bid  in  this  manner  to  provide  the  opportunity  to 
defer  the  alternates  should  it  become  necessary  to  stay  within  the  budgeted 
funds. 

The  low  bid  received  (base  bid  plus  the  four  alternates)  exceed 
budgeted  funds  by  $5,391.00.   Therefore,  staff  recommends  the  acceptance  of 
the  base  bid  and  Alternates  #3  and  #4.   Acceptance  of  Alternates  #1  and  #2, 
which  provides  for  the  replacement  of  the  glass  in  the  skylights  and 
application  of  solar  film  thereon,  is  not  recommended.  The  recommended  award 
would  then  be  within  budgeted  funds.

President  and  Members: 

On  April  20,  1983,  there  was  a  fire  in  the  Statler  Wing  Building  on 
the  City  College  of  San  Francisco  Campus.   The  Admissions  and  Financial  Aids 
areas  were  destroyed  and  the  adjacent  areas  were  contaminated  by  smoke  and 
water. 

Two  steps  have  been  taken  to  place  the  areas  back  in  service.   The 
Department  of  Public  Works  removed  the  major  fire  debris  and  Anderson 
Constructors,  Inc.,  was  authorized  by  Resolution  No.  830614-W7  to  do  the 
needed  major  clean  up  work. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  now  required  to  begin  the 
reconstruction  process.   The  Office  of  Facilities  and  Planning  has  recommended 
the  appointment  of  Pflueger  Architects  to  provide  professional  services  in  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Statler 
Wing. 

This  firm  designed  the  original  building  and  a  subsequent  addition. 
They  have  all  drawings,  specifications,  shop  drawings  and  information  on 
"as-built"  conditions  in  their  files.   For  these  reasons,  it  is  felt  that  this 
firm  would  be  able  to  provide  the  professional  services  required  in  an 
economical,  competent  and  expeditious  manner. 

If  authorized,  Pflueger  Architects  will  immediately  undertake  the 
following  tasks  to  establish  the  full  scope  and  parameters  of  the  project:

spection, at  which  any  resident  in  the  district  may  appear  and  object  to  the 
proposed  budget  or  any  item  in  the  budget.   The  hearing  may  be  concluded  on 
the  proposed  budget  when  there  are  no  requests  for  further  hearing  on  file. 
The  budget  shall  not  be  finally  adopted  by  the  governing  board  of  the  district 

until  after  the  public  hearing  has  been  held Notification  of  dates  and 

location  or  locations  at  which  the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the 
public  and  the  date,  time  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the  proposed 
budget  shall  be  published  by  the  county  superintendent  of  schools  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district,  or  if  there  is  no  such 
newspaper,  then  in  any  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  county,  at 
least  three  days  prior  to  the  availability  of  the  proposed  budget  for  public 
inspection. ..." 

California  Education  Code  Section  85023  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"(d)  On  or  before  the  seventh  day  of  September  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  shall  adopt  a  final  budget...." 

On  July  12,  1983,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
830712-Bl,  setting  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  public  hearing  on  the 
SFCCD  Proposed  1983-84  Budget  and  set  August  8,  1983  as  the  date  for 
publication  of  the  public  notice  indicating  the  dates  and  location  at  which 
the  proposed  budget  may  be  inspected  by  the  public.  The  proposed  budget  has 
been  available  for  public  inspection  from  August  11,  1983  through  August  17, 
1983  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street,  San 
Francisco,  California.

Following  the  Governor's  partial  veto  of  the  "Budget  Act  of  1983", 
Chapter  324,  Statutes  of  1983  (SB123,  Alquist)  on  July  21,  1983,  the  SFCCD 
staff  has  been  working  diligently  to  replan  the  educational  program  for 
1983-84  to  reduce  the  SFCCD  Tentative  1983-84  Budget,  General  Fund  of 
$72,546,033  adopted  on  May  17,  1983  to  the  available  General  Fund  resources. 
On  August  11,  1983,  the  available  General  Fund  resources  were  $59,861,062. 
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The  Proposed  1983-84  Budget  as  made  available  for  public  Inspection  is 
underfunded  in  the  General  Fund  by  $3,261,268  and  a  line  entitled  "Additional 

Expenditure  Reductions  and/or  Revenue  Enhancements  $3,261,268"  has  been 

included  to  balance  the  budget.   Staff  has  continued  to  replan  the  educational 
program  and  reduce  the  budget.   It  is  recommended  that  the  Proposed  1983-84 
Budget  be  amended  by  additional  expenditure  reductions  as  identified  by  staff 
and  such  revenue  enhancements  as  may  be  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  and 
approved  by  the  Governor.

President  and  Members: 

Prior  to  1982-83,  City  College  of  San  Francisco's  athletic  program 
was  insured  by  the  C.I.F.  (California  Interscholastic  Federation)  which  was 
governed  by  a  council  of  high  school  and  college  officials.   At  the  start  of 
the  1982-83  academic  year,  C.I.F.  was  discontinued  and  became  a  part  of  the 
Great  Republic  Life  Insurance  Company  using,  however,  the  same  address  at  470 
South  Patterson,  Santa  Barbara,  CA  93111.   Since  this  change  in  organization 
was  not  known  on  a  timely  basis,  the  athletic  insurance  policy  was  allowed  to 
continue  with  the  new  organization.  Great  Republic  Life  Insurance  Company,  for 
the  1982-83  academic  year. 

Consistent  with  the  expressed  desires  of  the  Governing  Board,  the 
District  advertised  in  the  San  Francisco  Progress,  July  15  and  17,  and  sent 
letters  inviting  Insurance  proposals  for  a  blanket  intercollegiate  athletic 
Insurance  policy  for  City  College  of  San  Francisco  for  the  period  August  15, 
1983  to  August  15,  1984. 

In  answer  to  the  advertisement  and  letters  of  invitation,  five 
responses  were  received.   Of  the  five,  one  did  not  submit  a  proposal  for  this 
year  but  requested  to  be  included  in  next  year's  proposal  process.   The  four 
firms  that  submitted  proposals  were  as  follows:

The  staff  recommendation  on  the  submitted  proposals  is  contained  in 
a  report  to  the  Governing  Board  dated  August  19,  1983.

Phases  2  and  3  of  the  Engineers  proposal  call  for  the  preparation  of 
bidding  specifications;  the  review  of  bids,  shop  drawings,  etc.,  and  a  final 
field  inspection  of  the  completed  work. 

The  staff  recommends  that  the  Engineers'  Contract  be  amended  to 
authorize  the  completion  of  Phases  2  and  3  for  the  work  required  to  bring  the 
elevator  into  compliance  with  earthquake  safety  requirements  only.   This  work 
must  be  done  in  order  to  obtain  a  permit  for  the  continued  use  of  the  elevator. 
The  Engineers  quoted  fee  for  this  portion  of  work  is  not  to  exceed  an  amount 
of  $1,000.00.

The  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (Government  Code,  Section  54957  and  54957.6) 
provides  for  closed  sessions  of  the  Governing  Board  for  certain  designated 
matters,  e.g.  personnel,  student  disciplinary  hearings,  and  consultations  with 
legal  and  collective  negotiations  representatives.   The  appellate  courts  have 
held  that  the  purpose  of  the  closed  session  is  to  permit  governing  boards  to 
deliberate  and  to  take  action  as  to  those  matters  in  confidence.   The  right  to 
confidentiality  extends  not  only  to  governing  boards  but  also  to  those 
affected,  including  students  subject  to  discipline  and  public  employees 
respecting  their  appointment,  emplojnnent  or  dismissal. 

PM  1.05  provides  in  part:   "No  official  action  will  be  taken  by  the 
Board  in  any  executive  session  but  recommendations  for  action  will  be 
presented  at  the  appropriate  public  meeting."  This  provision  seemingly 
conflicts  with  the  purpose  of  closed  sessions  and  may  be  in  conflict  with  the 
Brown  Act,  because  it  purports  to  require  the  Governing  Board  to  act  in  public 
as  to  those  matters  that  are  the  proper  subject  of  closed  session  under  the 
Brown  Act. 

San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Policy  Manual  Section  1.05 
reads  in  part  as  follows :   "Adoption  of  Policies,  Bylaws  and  Regulation.   Any 
policy  or  regulation  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board,  be  amended  or  repealed  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  four  members  at  any  meeting,  providing  notice  of  said 
intended  action  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting."

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any 
proposal  until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the 
submission  of  the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become 
informed  and  the  public  has  the  opportunity  to  express 
Itself  regarding  the  proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public 
school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  Itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is 
open  to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal.
